The 
present progranis are operated 
by the St Joseph and Niles 
school dislricts with special 
education funds from the Inter- 
mediate district. The Proposed 
centralized school would be 
operated by the Intermediate 
district. 


The suit alleged the cen- 


Iralized school;plan, adopled 
June 27,1974, and described as 
the 1975-76 special education 
plan, was unlawfully adopted 
and is legally insufficient. The 
plan presently is in the hands of 
the State Board of Education 
awaiting its final action; 


The plaintiffs said stale law 


requires the Intermediate board 
lo develop special educalion 
plans in cooperation with an 
appointed Parents Advisory 
committee and with local cons: 
titutent school districls. It said 
the intermediate board voted to 
establish the centralized school 
"without providing plaintiffs an 
opportunity to exercise their 
right to cooperatively par- 
ticipate in the development of 
such program." 


It added the 1975-76 plan for 


special education programs in 
the county failed to describe 
"Ihe type of any facility, the 
nature of any supportive ser- 
vices 
for such 
plan, the 


procedures to be used to in- 
tegrate trainable mentally im- 
paired children into the school 
community under such plan, the 
transportation necessary for 
such plan, and proposed financ- 
ing of such a plan." Also, the 
suit said the plan failed to 
describe the Intermediate's in- 
tention to abandon its 25-year 
contracts with St. Joseph and 
Nilcs distjicts to provide special 
education for the tramablc 
mentally impaired children.

That 
means the legislature will have 
to come up with something' by 
July, he said.

Some Pertinent Comment 
From FBI Chief Kelley 


V FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley,, 
..writing in the bureauls magazine, has 
some pertinent remarks to.make on. 
the subject of privacy.- Noting rising 
concern over invasion of privacy, 
.Kelley observed: 
•"- "Endangered personal privacy is far 
;too important an issue-to obscure its 
'source. If persons feel threatened in 


our society, it is far more likely the 
'result of rampant crime than of law 
.enforcement efforts to protect the 
.Community from lawlessness. 


"Privacy is meaningless when it 


cannot be enjoyed, secure from the 
-growing attacks of terrorists, mur- 
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derers, bombers, burglars, rapists and 
robbers. If law enforcement is to stop 
crime and protect true personal 
privacy, then it must be permitted 


_ realistic weapons to combat lawless- 


ness. 


"If we have learned anything from 


the dramatic national, events of the 


" past few years, it is ;that no one can be 


above the law. Neither Jean anyone be 
beyond investigation. Privacy must 
not become a refuge for crime." 


Kelley's words help put in perspec- 


tive a gnawing suspicion that some 
people today are more interested in 
criticing the policy than in catching 
criminal offenders. If there are any 
doubts where the emphasis ought to 
be, a reading of the FBI's latest crime 
statistics should settle the matter.

these memoirs, and also gives 
us to understand that he has 
much more in reserve, and that 
it will be forthcoming later.

Major crime in Bcnton Har-' 


borduring 1974 increased by 10 
per cent, according to the an. 
nual report released by Police 
Chief Andrew Rodez. 


This represents an increase of 


345 cases 
among 
seven 


categories listed, by the FBI: 


murder, rape, robbery assault, 
burglary, larceny and auto 
theft. 


Burglaries jumped 36 per 


cent, from 884 in 1973, to 1,107 in 
1974, while murders more than 
doubled, from 4 to 9. 
. Rodez placed1 a top priority on 
efforts to reduce burglaries and 
armed robberies. He credited 


work done by the crime preven- 
tion unit, but emphasized that 
this unit started only last July. 
Its effectiveness will be better 
known next year, Rodez said.

While major crimes went up, 


the clearance declined. The 
report lists 441 serious crimes 
"cleared" in 1974 for 12 per cent 
of the total. In 1973, 811 major 
crimes or 24 per cent were 
cleared. 


Rodez said the increase in of- 


fenses is "primarily due to a. 
more accurate field reporting 
policy." Rodez said before he 
assumed command, officers in 
the field were given broad 
discretionary 
authority 
to 


"write" or "not write"-reports 
on 
all 
complaints. 
All 


complaints now are recorded, 
Rodez said. They are cither 
written out dr. coded as a short 
reporting system. 


The annual report says there 


are now 11 block clubs, or- 
ganized to work with police in 
fighting crime. Rodez noted that 
in areas where the combination 
of the citizen - police coopera- 
tion has been operating, home, 
burglaries have declined con- 
siderably. The decline was 
evident from May through Sep- 
tember, 1974, Rodez said. 


Homicides were termed a 


"gray" area of police control, if 
not directly linked to other 
crimes, such as robbery. 


A comparison in juvenile 


arrests between 1973 and 1974, 
shows a decline in burglary 
charges from 71 to 60, and a 
sharp increasejin curfew viola- 
tions, up from 27 to 87, . 


The department's juvenile 


liaison unit, .started in July, 
1974, is staffed by two trained 
counselors, 
who follow up

Stopped By Judge 


Ingham county circuit court 


has issued a restraining order 
that stops the state boundary 
commission's timetable for in- 
corporation of Fairplain. 


St. Joseph township Super- 


visor'Orval Benson announced 
last night that the restraining 
order was signed April 18. The 
order was sought by Benton and • 
St: Joseph townships. 


The court ruling means that a 


boundary commission order for 
incorporation of Fairplain can'f 
become, final until a date deter- 
mined by the court. 


The boundary commission 


has yet to isssue its order, 
although the commission voted 
4 to 1 March 14 for incorpora- 
tion. The order would not 
become effective until the com- 
mission issues its findings 
which are not expected until late 
May or June. 


The boundary commission 


findings would then start a 45- 
day period in which petitions 
could be obtained for a referen- 
dum on incorporation. The court 
restraining order sets aside this 
period. 


Ingham Judge James Kail- 


man in his order wrote there 
appears to be controversy on 
division of municipal assets; 
there is a controversy over the 
boundary law; and there is a 
question whether the electors 
within the area affected hare a 
vote on the question as a matter 
of right or whether it requires a 
petition. 


Benson was obviously pleased 


with the issuing of the order.

PENALTY ON LATE STATE TAX 


Tardiness May Be Costly 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


You'll pay a higher interest on 
your income tax if you hie late 
next year under a bill approved 
by the state Senate. 


The chamber approved 31-3 


and sent to the House a measure 
increasing the penalty for late 
filing from on-half of one per 
cent per month to threequartcrs 
of a per cent. In addition, the 
bill would levy a fine of IS a (lay. 
to a maximum of $200, for filing 
after the April 15 deadline. 


The measure is part of a 


package" designed to discourage 
people from not paying taxes or 


filing required forms and in- 
vesting the money instead. It is 
possible to make more money 
from the interest than is paid in 
penalties to the state. 


State officials hope to recoup 


some of about $150 million in 
'outstanding debts owed to 
Michigan. With much of the 


money long overdue and hard to 
collect, they hope more to dis- 
courage lack of payment in the 
future; 


The other bills, dealing with 


other taxes and required forms, 


have won passage and been 
signed into law. But the legisla- 
ture was worried the public 
would not like an increase in 
penalties at the height of the tax 
season, so held the measure 
back until after April 15. 


Sen. Harry DeMaso, R-Battle 


Creek, sponsor of the measure, 
said it won't affect most in- 
dividuals and is aimed -at 
businesses which could profit 
from investing unpaid tax 
dollars. 


The measure will not affect 


late payments owed for last 
year. 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The 


state could wipe out its massive 
deficit with a stroke of a 
bookkeeping pen under legisla- 
tion passed 'Monday by the 
Senate. 


The measures '.would use 


money from the next fiscal year 
: to knock out the current $180 


million shortfall. Affecting the 
use tax. sales tax and income 
tax, they passed '.the upper 
chamber on votes of 28-7, 26-8 
and 28-7 and went to the House.

"It's a situation in which we 


decide not to face reality but to

these bills are as phony as 
three-dollar bills." 


The bookkeeping change was 


first used in 1971 on some minor- 
taxes during the General Motors' 
strike. They haw been collected 
that way since, and final action 
on the current package would' 
mean only revenues on liquor 


vand cigarette taxes would still 
be collected the old way. 


The move was proposed by 


Gov. William Milliken as the 
least unkind method of balanc-- 
ing the budget. He dismissed as 
too'harsh further widespread; 
cutbacks in programs, layoffs of

.Berrien residents who have sustained or think they ' 
may haw sustained some type of loss due to the storm 
and rain to contact the sheriff's office by Wednesday 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m.

loss should ask for McCalPs office. 


McCall stressed that it's not yet known if Berrien 


will be included as a disaster area, but information 
gathered by his office will be transmitted to the 
governor's office and then to'the President to show the 
extent of damage in the county.

overall from an original total of 
4.7 million, the DNR has 
decided to go back to its 1173 


stocking plan of putting all of 
the Lake Michigan (tell north of 
Ludington — primarily In the 
Mwiiitee and Plait Rivers. 


DNR biologists feel putting 


the fish in the northern end of 
the lake will be the fairest way. 
to handle the undesirable situa- 
tion. 


The coho will migrate south to 


provide a spring fishery in 
southern lake Michigan, before 
moving back north for fall 
fishing and spawning runs. 


Other reasons for the decision 


include the fact that coho have 


always provided a better open- 
water fishery in the fall up north 
than they do in our area. Put- 
ting the fish up north will afao 
guarantee enough

hatchery needs. And fishermen 
have . found large releases 
provide large schools which are 
easier to follow.

There's currently a shortage on fresh perch, as many readers 


probably know because of restaurant advertisements appearing 
recently in area newspapers. 


The absence of this delicacy on the menu is likely to continue 


until about June, so numerous suggestions are surfacing on how to 
alleviate the situation and keep it from occurring again 


Fortunately, there's a solution in the making that should satisfy 


all-involved. It's the reopening of the Lake Michigan commercial 
perch catch on. a limited basis. 
. Commercial fishermen ha\e been clamoring for it right along, 
and now the Department of Natural Resources is willing to go 
along as long as it's a selective-gear fishery with quotas. DNR 
biologists feel perch stocks have recovered enough during the 
closure in southern Lake Michigan to let commercial fishermen 
share the catch with sport anglers. 
! .The weather. — along with regulations — are being blamed for 
the current shortage of fresh perch, which usually come from Ohio 
or Wisconsin because Michigan waters are closed Frozen fillets in 
the store are often from Ontario 


Ohio closes, its season for three months — January through 


March — which puts the first big bind on the supply And even 
though theBuckeye State's fishermen have been Working since .the 
first of this month, bad weather has cut down the harvest. 


And Roy Jensen, secretary of the Michigan Fish Producers As- 


sociation, says the Ice was too thick earlier this month for Wis- 
consin fishermen to use boats, but too thin to fish through the ice. 


Ontario fishermen in both Lakes Erie and Ontario have also' 


been fighting weather problems, according to Jensen. 


Michigan, the frontrunner in managing the Great Lakes fishery, 


closed its waters to commercial fishing when perch numbers 
dwindled. 
- , 


It blamed the decline of the perch population to an,over-harvest 


by commercial fishermen 


Also getting some.Wame for the decline were sport anglers who 


took large, wasteful catches and failed to utilize the food. 


And biological pressures; especially from alewives which com- 


pete with perch for food and space, have been cited as another 
culprit.
